Mayor Bryson yesterday afternoon did 
what will in all probability be one of the 
most important strokes of work he will 
be called upon to do during his incum ­ 
bency, when he signed the franchise 
granting a right-of-way through the city 
to the Los Angeles, Salt Lake and Atlan­ 
tic railroad. The I I k r a l d is in a posi­ 
tion this morning to be able to state that 
the Union Pacific Company is backing 
the project and also to give the history 
of the affair from its inception. The 
facts are as follows: For m any years 
past the directors of the Union Pacific 
railroad have been aware th at it was 
necessary that they should have an 
outlet 
on 
the 
Pacific 
Coast, and 
thus become independent of the Central 
Pacific, but how the desired result was 
to be brought about was difficult to de­ 
term ine. 
Surveyors were sent out in 
every direction and lines were located to 
the northwest, west and sonthwest. The 
sudden growth of Southern California, 
which comrrenced about 1884, attracted 
their attention more forcibly toward the 
southwestern route, and when Los An­ 
geles blossomed from a little ham let into 
a big and constantly increasing city, they 
»iecided to eend their road here. 
Á good 
deal ef diplomacy was necessary, how­ 
ever, for when the Union Pacific makes 
its own connection with th e Pacific 
Ocean marks the beginning of a time of 
dim inished receipts to the Central Pacific, 
which now handles all of the U. P .’s 
W estern business. The company did 
not, 
therefore, do anything openly. 
They appointed as their agents in the 
m atter several gentlemen whom no one 
would ever have imagined to be acting 
for the Union Pacific, among them being 
Mr. L. F. Scott, of this city. TheBe 
gentlemen were instructed to go ahead 
and form a company with a local name 
and under local conditions, and then to 
locate routes and obtain rights-of-way, 
strict directions being given, however, 
to keep the Union Pacific’s nam e out of 
the business, so th at the Southern Pacific 
could not get wind of who was at the 
back of the affair and attem pt to head it 
off. The instructions given were fully 
carried 
out, 
Mr. 
L. 
F. 
Scott 
acting 
fnr 
a 
Corporation 
titled 
the Sait Lake road obtained an option on 
Rattlesnake island and thus got the key­ 
note to the situation, a passage-way to 
the ocean. Mr. Jam es Campbell, another 
gentleman who under the guise of local 
speculation was really working for the 
Union Pacific, obtained a right of way 
from Los Angeles to Alamitos and subse­ 
quently on through Long Beach to the 
east end of Rattlesnake island, thus giv­ 
ing a through route from the southern 
city limits of Los Angeles to the ocean. 
Then came the tug-of-war—how to get 
through Los Angeles City without letting 
(he cat out of the bag. Colonel Mar­ 
ble, of 
Van Wert, Ohio, appeared 
the scene 
and 
it 
was 
given 
out 
that 
the 
Salt 
Lake 
road 
about which so much had been heard, 
was at last to be built. Application was 
made to the City Council for a franchise 
to pass through the city on the east side 
of the river, the petition further asking 
for the grant of about sixty acres of city 
lands, in return for which the river would 
be leveed all along the east side. The 
Council passed the petition and it went 
into the hands of the Mayor and there it 
stuck. Mr. Bryson foreseeing w hatpiw er 
it would be giving to the company if the 
franchise were granted, insisted on proof 
being given that the road would really be 
built and was not merely a speculative 
project involving a big real estate deal. 
The gentlemen who represented on pauer 
the Salt Lake road did all in their 
power to assure the Mayor th at the line 
would be constructed, but as they dared 
not say th at they we/3 simply agents for 
the Union Pacific, tney found it hard 
work to produce the necessary financial 
guarantees. And so the fifteen days 
rolled on, during which it was necessary 
th at the franchise should be signed, or 
else it would become void. 
Mr. Bryson 
remained obdurate, and fearful that the 
petition would fall through, the Union 
Pacific dispatched in hot haste to the 
city a gentleman named Upham, to 
whom they gave full powers to use their 
name, or do anything in his power to get 
the franchise granted if the scheme 
of getting 
the road through 
under 
the colors of 
a 
local 
organization 
failed. 
Mr. 
Upbam 
did all in his 
power to help the Scott-Marble people to 
gain their point, but it became evident 
yesterday that the true condition of affairs 
would have to be made known or else the 
franchise would be lost. Accordingly 
Mr. U pham , Colonel Marble and Mr. 
Scott waited on Mayor Bryson and ex­ 
plained to 
him privately the whole 
thing. They gave the reasons why the 
Union Facific had 
desired and still 
wished to keep its name out of the mat­ 
ter, and 
Mr. Upham presented his 
credentials as the Union Pacific’s repre­ 
sentative and satisfied Mr. Bryson that 
th at road was backing the 
scheme. 
He also 
offered 
to 
deposit 
a 
$5,000 cash 
security that 
the road 
would be built, and accepting 
this 
condition, Mayor Bryson took up his 
En and signed the franchise. 
Colonel 
arble then gave a $6,000 guarantee 
toward the expense of 
building the 
bridges, Mr. Upham handed over his 
$5,000 and the deal was over. 


THE HOVTK OF THE ROAD. 
The exact route which the road will 
follow from Los Angeles to the ocean is 
as fellows: Through the city on the east 
side of the river to the southern city 
boundaries, where a slight tu rn is made 
to the east, the line passing to the west 
side of the Nadeau winery. 
Thence on 
by the river, which it crosses th is side of 
Clearwater, and reaches the Alamitoe 
Road, which 
runs 
due south and 
weBt 
through 
Long 
Beach 
to 
connection 
with 
the 
Ocean 
Road 
running to Rattlesnake Island. 
The 
northern route has not yet been definitely 
located, but the most available line yet 
drawn runs as follows: Leaving Milford 
on the U tah Central (a branch of the 
Union Pacific), past Sulphur Springs into 
Iron county. Past Iron City through 
Hebron, Pine Valley and over the Utah 


line into Lincoln County, Nev. Then 
iaat Blackberry, Cottonwood and St. Joe 
into Indian Spring Valley, and with a 
westerly swing over Amargosa Valley 
into California at a point near Dry Lake. 
Taence skirting the southeasterly coiner 
of the Amargosa river and past B ular 
spring and Sulphur Spring into Daggett 
by 
way 
of 
Burcham’s ranche 
A 
crossing is then made over the Atlantia 
and Pacific track, and from that point 
into Los Angeles it would be im possible 
to give an idea of the route, as snrvey- 
or’s lmes have been made through every 
available pass without any preference 
haviDg been given to any one of them. 
Mr. L. F. Scott was seen by a H e r a l» 
man last night, and said that now that 
the franchise has been granted the right» 
of way will be settled up and work com­ 
menced as speedily as possible. It is 
the intention, said Mr. Scott, to build 
the road from Los Angeles to the ocean 
before doing anything north of the city, 
and beyond the levee the track will not 
be 
a 
very 
difficult 
one, 
as 
the 
Alamitos road is nearly all graded. 
The scribe next hunted up Mr. U pham 
and asked him for information. The 
gentleman named spoke very guardedly, 
declining to connect the Union Pacific’s 
nam? 
affair, but on being asked 
point blank if the Union Pacific intended 
building a road here in addition to the 
one for which the franchise was granted 
yesterday, adm itted th at it did not. 
Business men will receive the news 
with great glee, for it means an im petis 
to Los Angeles as great aB ta a t given by 
the arrival of the Santa Fe road.

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VINE DISEASES. 


T h e B x f e r i B c e U N o w B e la * IHaAe 
b y H a n . J . 
Ba» tb S h o rb . 
Hon. J. de Barth Shorb has Bent the 
following letter, which contains BOtne in­ 
teresting information, to the Board of 
Supervisors, which has not as yet taken 
any action in the m atter: 
As yon are aware, for several years 
past a disease has made its appearance 
among the vineyards of this section 
which has in many instances proved 
wery destructive and in some cases has 
entirely deal roved them. 
Many theories 
w ere advanced as to the cause of this 
disease. The Viticnltural Commission 
sent some men to exam ine into it. The 
opinion of those consulted was to the 
effect that it was due to climatic in­ 
fluences, bnormal d esees of tempera­ 
tu re in summer and winter months, ex­ 
cess of moisture, etc., and when these 
causes changed the results would change 
w ith them. The climatic theory most 
generally entertained was possibly based 
•n the opinion of French scientists, who 
hare tried to explain the cause of a di­ 
sease existing in France known then as 
••apoplexv,” and which seems to be 
aggravated by certain climatic causes. 
The disease,’ in 
some respects only, 
resembles 
the 
one 
here, 
but not 
enough to confound the judgment of 
any close observer. The climatic theory 
is entirely disproved by our exam ina­ 
tions, and we now think it is directly 
due to some form of fungi which like 
sjm e deadly mildew settles on the leaves 
and bv destroying their functions, which 
are to the economy of a plant, the same 
as the heart, lungs and stomach are to 
• i r organisms, starves the vines to death. 
M iny spores of fungi have been observed 
and recorded, but which form is doing 
the deadly work cannot at this stage of 
the examination be accurately or scien­ 
tifically determined. In order to proceed 
with this examination with the hope of 
arriving at the correct solution before 
the vines are again in leaf, we have built 
a small conservatory w here by the appli­ 
cation of artificial heat the vines will re­ 
main in leaf all winter, giving us the 
opportunity of transplanting the different 
forms of fungi already observed and care­ 
fully note their development and effect 
an the vines. W heic temperature and 
moisture can be given at will the study 
will be rendered easier and the deduc­ 
tions more accurate. The Viticultura) 
Commission, at its last semi-annual 
meeting, by resolution appointed me a 
committee of one to proceed with the 
examination 
as 
commenced, 
and 
will 
defray 
the 
expenses 
of 
the 
small conservatory and also the salary of 
Mr. Dowlen, the votanical expert. 
The 
fact that this work is going on under my 
supervision has called forih a heavy cor­ 
respondence so much, so as to necessi­ 
tate engaging a correspondent who, from 
present appearances will have his time 
entirely occupied. 
W hile the conserva­ 
tory already finished will be of great ser­ 
vice, yet we cannot find room enough for 
the different varieties of vines that are 
found to be especially subject to the in­ 
fluence of the disease, and those which 
so far have almost entirely escaped it 
or shown so stubborn a resistance as to 
be 
considered 
almost 
exempt. We 
shonld have double the capacity for 
growing i he vine*, »iiu if we found it ad­ 
visable to engage, temporarily the ser­ 
vices of other scientific experts to have 
the 
means 
of 
paying 
them. The 
▼iticultural Commission, while anxious 
to do all they can injthe discovery of the 
disease, is limited in its appropriation, 
and I feel they have done all they should 
do in the premises. 
It is only by 
thorough scientific work that accurate or 
reliable conclusions can be reached in 
such cases as we have now in hand. 
It 
was only by exhaustive investigation 
th at PaBteur found the cause and remedy 
for the ravages of the disease among 
the silk worms of France. 
Millions 
were destroyed before the cause was 
known,but millions were saved afterwards 
by accurate knowledge. 
I feel confident 
th at with what we now know and with 
what we may discover during the winter’s 
work as above indicated, we will know 
the character of the common enemy. 
It 
m atters not how veiled in mystery this 
disease is, it must give np its secret to 
the powerful lenses of the microscopes 
whieh we have now in use, and this dia- 
covered, the chemist will soon supply the 
needed remedy and save the vineyards 
of our country. 
W hatever appropriation 
yoa in your judgm ent may think proper 
to make will be satisfactory to me. I 
want no compensation for my own time 
and services, for os one of the Horticul­ 
tural Commissioners my time belongs to 
th at office, unpaid as it is.

A P io n e e r o f 1848 B e - n . U . Lo» 
A liffllC *' 
M. T. J . U rqnhart, Superintendent of 
the Mojave division of the Southern Pa* 
eiflc, accompanied by his father-in-law, 
Mr. R. Brownlee, of Napa Valley, came 
in town on Wednesday to m eet General 
Superintendent Fillmore. It ia an inter 
eeting trip for Mr. Brownlee, for it is the 
first time he has seen Los Angeles since 
September, 1848, when he passed through 
the city with a party of enthusiasts bound 
for the newly-discovered gold mines. 
A 
H e r a ld man asked him w hether he 
recognized his surroundings, and Mr. 
Brownlee 
replied: 
"T he change is 
simply 
marvelous. 
I 
well 
remem­ 
ber the circumstances under which 
I 
first 
saw 
Los 
Angeles. 
I 
as a member of one of the biggest em i­ 
gran) trains th at had ever crossed the 
continent, for there were sixty wagon­ 
loads of us in all, left Kansas in the 
April of ’48, fired with excitm ent to 
reach the country where our imagina­ 
tion painted hills of gold. 
It was hard 
work traveling 
in 
those 
days, 
for 
although we had six horses to each wagon 
the country was so rough that progress 
was very slow indeed. 
We came over 
the old Santa Fe trail through Mew Mex­ 
ico and Arizona, and contrary to expec­ 
tations, encountered no trouble with the 
Indians en route, although they were 
m arauding 
whenever 
they 
had 
a 
chance, 
the 
num ber 
of 
our party kept them at a respectful 
distance. 
We were well stocked with 
provisions and we did not suffer for 
water, for when we reached the deserts 
the trail led us along the Santa Cruz 
river, where there was a sufficiency of 
the aqueous fluid at all times. The 
party broke up when we were at the Gila 
river in Arizona, for a number of the 
m ost im patient of us dissatisfied with 
our slow progress determ ined to push on 
by forced marches and reach our ultima 
thule as soon as possible. Six wagon­ 
loads in all deserted from the main party 
and within a few days sighted the first 
traces we had seen of civilization in 
m any weeks at W arner’s ranch in the 
Temecula Valley. 
Our stay thore was 
only long enough to rest our tired horses 
and snatch a little sleep for ourselves, 
and then wo struck out for Los Angeles, 
for in those days the lightly equipped 
parties went through the Angel City and 
the heavy pedestrian by way of the 
Cajon. The sun was lighting up the 
western skies with th e glories of his set­ 
ting rays as from an eminence we caught 
our first glimpse of the pueblo of La 
R eina de Lou Angeles, and before night 
bad fallen we had reached the settle­ 
m ent. If I rem em ber correctly there 
w ere 
jnst six 
adobe 
houses 
and 
one 
two-storied 
building 
of 
the 
sam e material, which 
stood 
some­ 
where about where W ells-Fargo's office 
is now located. 
The large building was 
a store and was run by two white men 
whose nameB I forget. 
We asked them 
where there was a good cam ping-place, 
and they directed us to a place over the 
river, so bidding them good-night we 
pulled over to the point indicated and 
there passed the night. 
We were up 
bright and early and pursued our journey 
northw ard, and until to-day I never saw 
Los Angeles since. I made a few thous­ 
and dollars in the m ines and finally net­ 
tled down where I now live, in the north­ 
ern part of the Stale where, during the 
past two years, I have heard so much 
of the big jum p th a t Los Angeles has 
made that I determ ined at last to come 
down and look at mv old camping- 
ground. To say th a t \ am surprised 
would not by one-half convey my feel­ 
ings. It is astounding. 
W hy, you have 
buildings here that will bear comparison 
with any on the American continent, 
and, judging by the am ount of construe 
tion that is going on about town, you are 
going to have a good many more. 
I am 
glad I came, and to my northern home I 
will bear away very pleasant recollec­ 
tions of my second viBit here.” 
Mr. Brownlee, who is a Scotchman by 
birth, is still hale and hearty, in spite of 
th e fact th at nearly eighty years has 
rolled over his head. 
In company with 
Mr. Fillmore and party he went over the 
branches yesterday and left at noon for 
the north.

Venable, Friday, January 4th, at 2 p. m., 
was set for the reopening of the matter. 
G. W. Knox, attorney for petitioners 
in the m atter of the Orange and Comp- 
ton-Street Railroad, appealed before the 
Board and stated their case and presented 
a copy of the ordinance passed by the 
City of Los Angeles in the same matter. 
On motion of Supervisor Venable, the 
petition was granted. 
On motion of Supervisor Venable, the 
School Superintendent was instructed to 
transfer to the creditof the several school 
districts all monies now in the special 
funds 
of 
said 
districts, 
where 
there are no 
outstanding 
bonds or 
other indebtedness against said districts; 
and the Auditor was directed to make 
such transfers as the Snperintendent 
may direct. 
Supervisors Macy and Venable, the 
committee appointed to examine and re­ 
port upon the adaptability of the Ab­ 
stract and Title Insurance building, cor­ 
ner of Franklin and New High streets, 
for the purpose of Superior Court rooms, 
reported that, after examination, they 
found th at the second and third stories, 
w ith little alteration, which the owners 
proposed to make without expense to 
the county, would accommodate three 
courts, supplying courtrooms, chambers 
and jury rooms, together w ith waiting 
rooms and other conveniences.

THEY WANT DIVISION, 


And 
( lamor 
for 
It on Several 
Grounds, at Santa Ana. 
E d ito r s H b b a ld — W hatever may be 
the feeling in Los Angeles against the 
division of the county, there can be no 
question as to the disposition of the peo­ 
ple of Santa Ana, city and valley, in 
favor of that measure. Aside altogether 
from the natural desire of the people of 
Santa Ana to become citizens of a county 
seat, in view of the m aterial advantages 
which would accrue to them in conse­ 
quence, there is a strong disposition on 
their part, as well as on that of the rural 
population, to resent the anomalous po­ 
sition in which they are placed by reason 
of the unconscionable delay.of ¿tLe As­ 
sessors to notify them of the am ount of 
their taxes, -nd tbe apparent incompe­ 
tence or ignorance of the Tax Collector 
and his assistants. 
H ere is precisely 
how they are fixed: They are willing 
and able to pay their taxes, but ou going 
to the proper office to do so, they are told 
that the officials know nothing about the 
amount due, and cannot therefore re­ 
ceive any gum in paym ent; and yet 
those 
officials 
turn 
coolly 
round 
and call these taxes delinquent, adding 
five per cent to them . 
Of course 
by and by—if the taxes are not paid, 
that is, by tbe lim it of tim e fixed by law 
—the property will be sold for those de­ 
linquent and absolutely mysterious and 
undefined taxes. 
This is justly felt by 
the people here to be a monstrous out­ 
rage, and since it appears to be agreed 
that no other remedy is applicable to tbe 
emergency of tbe case, division of the 
county m ust be adopted to remedy the 
evil. 
This, be it noticed, is not by any 
means regarded by tbe people here as 
"a desperate remedy for a desperate 
evil.” 
It is deemed an altogether desir­ 
able policy on other—and, indeed, on 
all—grounds. 
This "im perial county” 
is quite large enough, they think, to be 
divided into two with beneficial results. 
It is well known that a movement in the 
direction of subdividing the larger States 
and Territories of the Union as they be­ 
come mPre thickly populated, has been 
begun and is gaining in favor with the 
more clear-sighted of our statesmen for 
obvious reasons; and surely the rule 
which is applicable to an unwieldy State 
or Territory holds good 
in the case 
of unwieldy counties, m any of which 
are to be found on the map of California. 
Tne people consider, therefore, that the 
subdivision of this county, well settled 
as it now Í9 and attracting, as it does, far 
more immigration within its borders 
than any other county in California, 
would be” productive of the greatest good 
and immensely help the further settle­ 
m ent of the country. 
In addition to this the people would 
be saved from the inconvenience, annoy­ 
ance and absolute injustice to which they 
are exposed by the evident inability of 
the county officials at the present county 
seat to overtake the increasing business 
which the rapid settlem ent of the coun­ 
try is throwing upon their hands. 
There can be no question that a con­ 
certed and determined effort will be 
made at the coming j ession of the Legis­ 
lature to get a bill passed for the division 
of the county of Los Angeles. There is 
a far more clamant necessity for this 
than for Vandever’s bill in Congress for 
the division of the State, and the people 
of this community at least will urge its 


It has been suggested, and the idea 
seems to be the only feasible one for 
relieving the aggrieved taxpayers from 
their unpleasant predicament, that the 
time-limit for the paym ent of taxes be 
extended until the bewildered officials 
find their heads aud become able to give 
the taxpayer not only a civil, but an in­ 
telligible answer when - he "w ants to 
know, you know.”

numbers nearly one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, and which is growing with 
great rapidity. The Government ought 
not to staDd out for the penny wise and 
pound foolish policy in the matter of 
public buildings. 
It 
is the truest 
eeonomy to recognise the fact that thie 
Ml a growing country ; and that a Federal 
W ilding, in order to be adequate for its 
purpose, ought to be large and elegant. 
If the site selected for the new Postoffice 
were bnilt up to the lines of the adjoin­ 
ing lots it would not be more than half 
large enough. 
______ 


M a y o r B r y s o n yesterday signed the 
ordinance granting the franchise to the 
Los Angeles and 8alt Lake Railroad after 
guarantees had been presented to him 
that satisfied him personally that the 
project was in strong hands. 
As an ear­ 
nest of their intentions to build we learn 
th at the promoters of this enterprise de­ 
posited five thousand dollars in the 
M ayor’s hands, and they also paid over 
six thousand dollars as their contribution 
towards the expensa of building the new 
city bridges. It is understood that the 
work of m aking the East side levee wi 
begin at once. 
The H e r a l d has reason 
to believe th a t this new railway has 
a powerful backing in New York City, 
and that it will result in a connection 
w ith a road coming East which will give 
this city another transcontinental rail­ 
way. It will traverse a region abounding 
to cheap coal and valuable ores and will 
m ake Los Angeles a great smelting and 
manufacturing center. 


I n t u b H 
e r a l d this morning may b e 
feond a very interesting letter from J, 
DeBarth Shorb, Esq., touching the dis­ 
ease which has attacked the vines of 
tbiB State. 
H e thinks, as others who 
have written to the H 
b r a l d recently, 
th at the disease is caused by a fungus of 
some form. 
H is letter is addressed to 
the Board of Sujjervisors, and asks for 
aid in the good woik he is doing, with 
the help of an expert furnished by the 
Y iticultural Commission of the State. 
Aid ought to be lent to this work. 
The 
wine industry of this section is of para­ 
m ount im portance. 
In France a family 
lives off an acre of vines. The owner of 
iv e acres is rich. These are watched from 
day to day with careful and experienced 
eyes. The slightest trouble is noted at 
once, its cause sought and the remedy 
applied. 
It will be ao here. 
In the 
future an acre of table or raisin gTapes 
well cultivated and cared for will yield 
seven or eight tons of fruit. These will 
be worth $30 to $40 per ton. Five acres 
of such property will bring in a revenue 
equal to $100 to $125 per m onth. It will 
twenty years from now be worth $3,000 
an acre. 
Such an industry is worth fos­ 
tering. I t m ust not be let perish for lack 
of intelligent care. This disease, as Mr. 
Shorb truly says, can be made to reveal 
itself—-it m ust be m ade to do so; and 
then the remedy will be applied, and Los 
Angeles will be made rich from its abun­ 
dant grape crops of various Borts. 


A S a n ta A na correspondent writes us 
a letter in which he advocates the divis 
ion of the county. 
The H b r a ld has not 
been persuaded that such a division is 
called for. 
W hile we favor a division of 
the State we do it on th e tenabie grounds 
th a t thereby the weight of this section 
would be increased in the Congress of 
the -United States and our local concerns 
would be more thoroughly and fairly 
attended to. 
We have supported the 
argum ent for State division on the basis 
th a t California is an unwieldy State, and 
th a t the interests of the northern, central 
an d southern counties are diverse and 
even hostile. This is not the case as to 
th e northern anu central portions of Los 
Angeles county. 
We are homogeneous 
an d of aboat the right flize for one impe­ 
rial and splendid county. 
But our Santa 
A na county correspondent mentions one 
«erious grievance, and that is that the 
county 
officials 
are 
incompetent 
a n d neglectful of their duties. 
Even 
the taxpayers oi the 
city can also 
exclaim , “ hence these tears.” 
This 
com plaint of oar southern neighbor is 
re-echoed from all portions of the county. 
I t can be rem edied ae to all of us by 
electing com petent officials in future, and 
b y increasing the force and improving 
the quality w here it is needed of the 
deputies in the offioes of the Assessor 
an d Tax Collector. 
W hile a genuine 
grievance exists in th e southern end of 
the connty we np here in the north are 
only too anxious to rem edy it, and are 
sweating under the sam e goad.

w j-a te tn . 
Mr. Springer, an able member of Con 
gress from Illinois, who is now serving 
his seventh term in Congress, has intro­ 
duced a bill in the House proposing a 
constitutional am endm ent, changing the 
m anner of electing the President and 
Vice-President of the United States from 
the present 
cumbrous 
and indirect 
method into a direct vote of the people. 
There are m ultitudes of thoughtful citi- 
sens who hope to see this needed reform 
brought about. It is an anom aly in a 
Republic to have the Chief Magistrate 
of the U nited States chosen by inter­ 
mediaries. 
U nder the present system a 
few voters in what are called pivotal 
8tates m ay determ ine the result of an 
election irrespective of what m ay be the 
real choice of the voters. 
We have seen 
this done repeatedly. In the late election 
enormous sums of money weie raised 
with the avowed 
object of 
buying 
a slender plurality in the States of New 
Y ork and Indiana. 
It has not even 
been sought to disguise the fact that one 
million dollars were raised in Philadel­ 
phia to eeenre the thirty-six electoral 
votes of New York for General Harrison. 
We don’t propose to treat the matter 
from a party standpoint, but on its merits, 
and will therefore adm it that the rumor 
that $60,000 were 
raised in the city 
ot New York in 1856 to be spent in 
Pennsylvania to secure that 8tate for 
Mr. Buchanan was probably founded on 
fact. The leaders of both parties have 
been tarred by the same stick, to a 
greater or less extent, bat the system 
itself is radically bad. 
Were the President elected by the di­ 
rect vote of the people the incentive to 
spending such immense sums in cor­ 
rupting the voter would no longer exist. 
Bribes would have to be spread ont on 
such an enormous scale as to discourage 
th e unscrupulous men who are ready to 
prostitute 
their 
fellow citizens, and 
there would be ten times the uncertainty 
as to a return for the money and 
labor. Taking into account the ordinary 
trend of the politics of the United States, 
it is comparatively easy to defeat the will 
of the people by capturing the electoral 
votes of two or at most three of the close 
States. 
During the last Presidential 
election it was generally conceded that 
the thirty-six electoral votes of New 
York and the fifteen votes of Indiana 
would be conclusive of the result. They 
are both ordinarily close States. In New 
York it is possible to determ ine the 
result in the State in average years by 
the unstinted employment of money in a 
single down-town ward. Every one re­ 
members w hat Dorsey’s “ crisp new two 
dollar bills” did in Indiana in 1880 
towards electing Garfield, while Dudley’s 
work in the same State in the Harrison 
campaign is now being made the subject 
of official inquiry. 
Not even the corporations and the 
traste are wealthy enough to attem pt 
to bribe 
the 
whole 
people of the 
United States. 
It is a scheme so gigantic 
as to diBconrage the most resolute master 
in the art of corruption. 
There would be difficulties under the 
new system. 
In a democratic republic 
the ideal President ought to be elected by 
a m ajority of the popular vote. This 
cannot always he secured, bat a popular 
plurality would do very well. We have 
had friction in oar elections of President 
in the past. 
U nder the old system, 
which provided that in electing the 
Chief Magistrate the candidate who re­ 
ceived the highest num ber of the votes of 
the States should be President and the 
next highest Vice-President, Aaron Barr 
came very near being President instead 
of Thomas Jefferson, although the former 
was the choice of very few American 
citizens, while Jefferson had an over­ 
whelming majority of the popular vote. 
This anomaly, which came very near 
being a disaster, led to a modification of 
the law governing the election of Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President which intro­ 
duced our present electoral system of 
voting for each officer by nam e, or rather 
of indicating who should be voted for in 
nominating conventions. 
Owing to the 
fact that none of the candidates received 
a majority of the votes of the States 
in the Electoral Colleges of 1824, Mr. 
John Quincy Adams was elected Presi­ 
dent by the House of Representatives^ 
although General Jackson had received 
an overwhelming expression of the pop­ 
ular preference. 
In that famous contest 
Old Hickory received 155,872 votes to 
105,321 for Adams, 44,282 tor Crawford, 
and 46,587 for Clay. 
By the influence of 
the last-named statesm an, the House of 
Representatives elected Adams over the 
popular favorite, and Clay became his 
Secretary of State. 
This was the origin 
of 
the 
famous 
“ bargain” 
cry, of 
which the gallant 
H arry 
and his 
friends 
never 
heard 
the 
last. 
It 
undoubtedly 
prevented 
Clay 
from 
ever 
becoming 
President. 
At 
the 
next election Jackson received 647,231 
votes to 509,007 for Adams, while he 
carried even a greater proportion of the 
popular vote. 
The result showed in 
striking m anner how indignant 
the 
American people are at any trifling with 
their preferences. 
W hile we have had minority Presi­ 
dents, this election of 
John Quincy 
Adams was the only instance in our his­ 
tory when a m an who had received the 
highest popular vote was passed over for 
an opponent who had been rejected by 
the people. 
Our complex system of 
government adm its of such an anomaly 
but the people would never sanction it. 
W hile Mr. Springer is engaged in his 
good work of remedying our electoral 
abuses he might jost as well introduce an 
am endm ent to the Constitution confiding 
to the people ot the several States the 
election of their Senators by a popular 
vote. If such a change were effected in 
our organic law we should not be treated 
to the spectacle of so many Plutocrats in 
the Senate. The millionaires of that 
body are supposed now to num ber thirty. 
In the heyday of its glory and influence 
it never contained more than tw o; and 


ply to powerful corporations to indicate 
who should be Senators of the United 
States.

O ra ii|r< U ro w in f. 
The erroneous impression prevails that 
orange culture in Los Angeles county has 
ceased to lie profitable iu the m ain, and 
that it will soon disappear totally from 
the catalogue of our industries. This im ­ 
pression has been made by th e great cry 
raised aboat the scale bags and their 
ravages in the orchards. 
This cry hat- 
not been without foundation in fact. The 
scale in his several varieties is here and 
is m force. 
He has destroyed the trees 
in a great many orchards, and has ruined 
the groves in many instances. 
But 
while this is true, it is not a correct view 
that the destruction is universal, or even 
general. There are many districts in 
this and the adjoining counties where 
the scale has never been allowed to gain 
foothold. 
Riverside is one of these*. 
Pomona is 
another. 
The 
Azusa 
is 
free 
of 
the 
baneful 
presence 
of 
the bug, and the Duarte growers defy the 
pest. 
In all these places the industry is 
as profitable as it was three, five or ten 
years ago. The shipm ents of last year, 
aggregating 1,500 carloads of oranges 
from South California, substantiates all 
these statements. 
The crop of this year 
is estimated to come to nearly two 
thousand cars. 
It may surpass that 
figure. That the industry is still profit­ 
able as ever, and th a t the growers feel 
confident of their ability to keep the 
pest down is sufficiently proven by the 
fact that in all the localities nam ed new 
trees are being set in large number. 
A 
grower 
at 
Pomona 
is 
importing 
25,000 young orange trees from Florida 
to 
plant 
thin 
spring, 
as 
the 
nursery stock in this section is very 
sm all. This courageous cultivator has 
already no less than 10,000 orange trees 
growing on ills 
place. 
The Duarte 
growers are preparing to make large 
additions to their groves. 
The growers 
at Placentia are doing the same thiDg; 
and generally throughout all this section 
the plantings of th is spring will be larger 
than they have been for three years 
past. 
There is anoth e r f act in this connection 
which is decidedly reassuring. 
It is 
that the cottony cushion scale is evi­ 
dently nearly at the leDgtb of his tether. 
In many orange groves the bags ere dead 
on the trees, having died anatnral death. 
One may scrape them off the trees 
in handfuls and rub them to a dry 
powder 
in 
which 
there 
is 
not 
a trace of life. It is, moreover, currently 
reported, and on excellent authority, that 
in Australia whence the bag was im ­ 
ported here, he is dying out and utterly 
disappearing. A letter was received here 
quite recently from that country in refer­ 
ence to a box oi ilie pai asitd which lives 
o n th e b n g ; in thi9 letter it was stated 
that while the destroying bag was plenty, 
it was difficult to secure scale bugs to 
feed him . 
And this is quite in the line 
of natural laws, and 
of all hnm an 
experience as to the working of these 
laws. 
The world was not made a day or 
two ago. It is not probable that there are 
auv new developments in nature’s pro­ 
lific womb. The laws of life have proba­ 
bly all come into-play and run their course. 
There is nothing new under th e sun, was 
the deduction Solomon’s wise brain drew 
in his day, 3,000 years ago. 
All of hs 
can recall, even in oar own experience, 
the appearance of pests which threat­ 
ened this industry or that. 
The Colo­ 
rado beetle threatened the potato crop. 
The chince-bug used to eat up half the 
w heat fields of the West. 
The beetle 
and the hug are dead, but the wheat 
fields of the W est and the potato patches 
of the country still bloom over the 
graves of the pests w hich threatened 
their existence. 
So it will be with the 
scale bngs of all sorts whose presence 
now causes ns so much uneasiness. 
If 
there was a pest like thie capable of 
destroying all the vegetation of any dis­ 
trict in the world, he would have done 
so ages ago, and some bald, barren and 
lifeless waste would rem ain a monu­ 
m ent of the pest’s power. 
But there is one thing in this connec­ 
tion which should not be forgotten. 
It 
is brought to m ind by the enterprise of 
the am bitious Pomona m an who wants a 
grove of 35,000 orange trees. The mind 
of a Napoleon, and the resources of the 
Bank of California would both be taxed 
in the effort to cultivate, keep clean and 
otherwise care for so large a grove. 
Real success in orange 
cuitare jiill 
be found in small groves well cultivated, 
thoronghly cared 
for, kept clean in 
all respects, the land m aintained in its 
fall vigor by proper fertilizing, and the 
trees watched from day to day with the 
same care usually expended on pet or 
thoroughbred animals. The orange tree 
is 
a 
thoroughbred 
among 
plants, 
and needs extraordinary care. 
Five acres of budded orange trees con­ 
stitute a grove of 500 trees. In full 
vigor these will bear 1,000 to 1,500 boxes 
a year. The fruit will steadily be worth 
$3 to $4 per box, and the crop will bring 
in $3,000 to $4,500 a year. That will do 
for any modest family. I t is doubtful 
w hether 
any 
one 
person 
ought

midst of the very worst infected orchards 
where there is not a bug to be found. 
Unflagging industry and intelligent care 
are the only things requisite to secure 
success in this enterprise.

W a sh in g to n , January 3.—In the Sen­ 
ate the resolution heretofore offered by 
Voorhees, calling on the Secretary of the 
Interior for a list of all hom estead, tim ­ 
ber culture aud preem ption entries to 
oublic lands cancelled after the issue of 
final receipt and certificate therefor, dur­ 
ing the present adm inistration ,for causes 
other than voluntary relinquishment.waa 
agreed to. 
M itchell offered a resolution (agreed 
to) calling on the Secretaries of War and 
the Interior for copies of records and 
papers relative to the service of volun­ 
teers in Washington and Idaho Terri­ 
tories in the Nez Perces war of 1877. 


TARIFF TINKERING. 
The Senate resumed consideration of 
the Tariff bill, the pending question be­ 
ing V est’s am endm ent to paragraph 313, 
to change the duty on cotton thread, 
yarn, warps, etc., valued at not exceed­ 
ing 25 cents per pound, from 10 cents 
per pound to 35 per cent, ad valorem. 
After a speech of some length from 
Vance, Vest’s am endm ent was rejected 
by the usual party vote; yeas 20, navs 
24. 
Vest called attention to other items in 
paragraph 313, but said he would not 
offer any am endm ent or ask a vea and 
nay vote upon them , but he would 
Bimply rem aik th at the duty on these 
items was increased in order to exclude 
all foreign competition as far as possible, 
so as to enable American manufacturers 
to hold the m arket at whatever price 
they saw fit to impose. 
H e moved, 
however, to amend (paragraph 314, re­ 
lating 
to spool thread 
cotton, 
by 
striking out “ 7 cents per dozen spools,” 
and inserting “ 40 per cent ad valorem.” 
He quoied from statem ents made by 
spool cotton manufacturers before the 
Tariff Commission in 1882, and before 
the W ays aud M eans Committee in 18S4, 
to show th at they asked a less rate of 
protection in l8 8 4 than in 1882. 
After a lengthy discussion the am end­ 
ment was rejected, yeas 18 navs 21. No 
further am endm ent was offered to para­ 
graph 314, nor was any offered to para­ 
graphs 315, 310 or 317, all relating to 
cotton cloth. 
Vance moved two am endm ents to para­ 
graph 318 and one to 319, all of which 
were rejected. 
Pugh proceeded to address the Senate 
in a set speech on the tariff.

Count H erbert believed the story, he 
deem ed it expedient to write to General 
Bazaine to inquire as to th e truth of the 
alleged conversation. 
In answer to his 
letter he received from General Bazaiue 
an em phatic denial. 
Morier therefore 
appeals to Count H erbert, as a gentle­ 
m an of honcr, to cause to be inserted in 
the N orth Germ an Gazette an im m ediate 
denial of the foul and infam ous calumny. 
Connt H erbert, in a letter to Morier, 
Decem ber 25th, acknow ledges Morier'a 
letter, and says he regrets that neither 
its contents nor tone enables him to com­ 
ply w ith its astonishing dem ands, and 
step out of the lim its im posed on him by 
his official position iu iegard to state­ 
m ents m ade by the German press. 
Morier wrote to Count H erbert, D ecem ­ 
ber 31st, bb follow s: 
“ A s you decline to 
disassociate yourself either publicly or 
privately from this m onstrous calum ny, 
I have no course open but to pnblish our 
•orrespondence.” 
H e concludes by eay-

W ashington, January 3.—It Í3 ex­ 
pected that the United States steamship 
Ossippee, now at Norfolk, will sail for 
Port-au-Prince in a few days. This is 
in accordance with orders issued to her 
commanding officer by Rear Admiral 
Luce, commanding the North Atlantic 
squadron, prior to his departure for Hay 
ti. 
In case it is found there is no neces­ 
sity for the constant presence of three 
war vessels in Haytien waters, one of the 
two now there will be sent back to the 
United States. 
ARCTIC RELIEF STATION. 
A petition was presented to-day by 
Senator Stanford from the Chamber of 
Commerce of San Francisco calling the 
attention of Congress to the urgent need 
of a permanent relief station in the Arc­ 
tic Ocean. The petition says the whaling 
fleets fitting out at San Francisco are 
steadily increasing, and many hundred 
lives and millions of dollars worth of 
property are exposed to the unusual dan­ 
ger in pursuit of whaling in the Arctic 
Ocean. 
A relief station, supplied with 
provisions, fuel, medical stores, heavy 
clothing and life-saving apparatus, the 
)>etition says, would be a great good to 
Arctic whalemen. 
CHANGE IN Sl'OAR SCHEDULE. 
The change made in the sugar schedule 
by the Senate sub-committee in charge of 
the tariff bill, provides for a bounty of one 
cent per pound upon all sugar raised in 
this country. 
This has been, it is said, 
fully agreed upon. 
REFUNDMENT OP INCOME TAXES. 
Senator Stewart has introduced a bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to refund all income taxes, which, upon 
principles subsequently settled by the 
decisions of the Supreme Court,are shown 
to have been illegally and unconstitution­ 
ally collected, the money to be paid out 
by the Commissioner of Internal Reve­ 
nue, provided application for a refunder 
is made within two years from the pas 
sage of the act. 
SALARIES OF SURQBONS-QENERAL. 
A joint resolution was introduced in 
the Senate to-day by Collum, providing 
that hereafter the Supervising Surgeon- 
General of the Marine Hospital Service 
shall receive the same salary and allow­ 
ances aa are now allowed to the Surgeon- 
General of the Army. 
The resolution 
was referred. 
The salary of the Super­ 
vising 8urgeon-General of the Marine 
Hospital Service is now $4,000 a year. 
The Snrgeon-General of the Army re­ 
ceives $5,500 a year, with an increase of 
ten per cent after the first five years of 
service, and twenty per cent after the 
first ten years. 
MILITARY PROMOTIONS. 
The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs to-day ordered a favorable report 
to be made on tbe following army staff 
nominations: 
Captain P. D. Vroom, of 
the Third Cavalry, to be Inspector-Gen­ 
eral with the rank of Major, vice Farns­ 
worth deceased; Captain Ed. W. Hunter, 
of the First Cavalry, to be Judga-Advo­ 
cate with the rank of Major, vice Curtis 
promoted; Captain G . B . Davis, of tbe 
Fifth Cavalry, to be Judge-Advocate with 
the rank of Major, vice Gardner retired; 
First Lieutenant Robert Craig, of the 
Fourth Artillery, to be Assistant Quar­ 
term aster with tbe rank of Captain, vice 
Forsythe promoted.

M. Scott, of the First Infantry, and First 
Lieutenant Charles Hoy, of the Twenty- 
third Infantry, to be Commissaries of 
Subsistence, owing to tbe absence of 
members interested in their cases.

PU BLIC LANDS. 


Validity of C aliforn ia Indem nity 
School l aud Selection* Suatalned. 
W ashington, January 3.—In the case 
of tbe United States vs. the State of Cali­ 
fornia, involving the question of tbe 
right of the State to inJem nity for school 
lands to compensate deficiencies in frac­ 
tional townships, made so by reason of 
swamp land found therein, the Secretary 
tías reversed the decision of the Commis­ 
sioner General of the Land Office and 
sustained the validity of said selections. 
Tbe selections in this case were approved 
and certified to the State prior to the act 
of March 1, 1877, as land inuring to the 
State under the act of February 26, 1859, 
providing for school land indemnity to 
compensate deficiencies where 
school 
sections are wanting or where townships 
are fractional for any cause whatever. 
The Commissioner 
held that said 
selections are 
invalid for the re b >n 
that they 
were 
ba»e<l upon 
alleged 
deficiencies 
in 
fractional 
township* 
caused 
by 
swamp 
lands 
found 
therein, and held 
said selections for 
cancellation 
and 
directed 
that they 
be disposed of under the proviso of a 
section of the act of March 1,1877, which 
allows the purchaser for the State to pur­ 
chase said lands of the Government 
where said selections are invalid and not 
confirmed by the act of 1877. 
In reversing this decision, the Secre­ 
tary held that the State is not entitled, 
as others under the language of the va­ 
rious acts providing for the indemnity of 
school lands in the State of California, 
to make selection in lieu of swamp 
lands merely b?cause ‘hey were swamp 
and overflowed, but holds that under 
the statutes applicable to the gtate of 
California, directing 
surveys in said 
State, townships were made fractional 
by reason of the existence of swamp 
and overflowed lands in the same man­ 
ner and with the same effect as in other 
States, and resulted from the surveys 
being 
made 
fractional 
by 
bodies 
of 
water, 
whether 
fresh 
or 
salt, 
of 
such 
character 
as 
to 
be 
meandered; 
aud 
there­ 
fore such fractional townships, made so 
by reason of the survey thereof, fur­ 
nished the basis for indemnity selections 
under the act of 
February 26, 1859, 
which provided for selections to compen­ 
sate deficiencies for school sections whose 
sections 16 and 36 are fractional in quan­ 
tity, or where one or both are wanting 
by reason of the township being frac­ 
tional or from any natural cause what­ 
ever. 
He also holds that the act of 1877 con­ 
firmed to the State all sections of laud 
made prior to the passage of said act and 
not sold by the State, whether the basis 
for such selections existed or not. 
This decision, it is said, controls the 
case of Elisha W right et al.. appellants, 
against the State of California and J . W 
W arner et a l., respondents, and involves 
a large quantity of land. 


The House Com m ittee Takes Action 
on tlie Senate B ill. 
W a sh in gto n, January 3 .—The House 
Committee on Public Lands to-day took 
action on the Senate bill relating to pub­ 
lic lands, by means of which it ib hoped 
to secure legislation at this session of 
Congress that will greatly modify the 
public land policy of the Government. 
The House passed 
during 
the last 
session a bill repealing the preemption 
and tim ber culture laws, and otherwise 
amending the land laws, but no action 
has been taken on the measure by the 
Senate. 
In order to facilitate the pas­ 
sage of the essential features of this 
general laud bill, the House Committee 
to-day took up the bill passed by the 
Senate in December, providing 
that 
the 
public 
lands 
of 
the 
United 
States now subject to private entry, 
shall be disposed of under the home­ 
stead laws only. 
After making numer­ 
ous amendments to the bill, Holman 
was instructed to report it to the House 
and ask its earliest consideration. 
It is 
the purpose of the Committee in this 
way to endeavor to throw the proposed 
land reform legislation into the hands of 
the Conference Committee of the House 
and Senate to secure, if possible, sub­ 
stantial changes desired to be effected in 
oar land laws. 
The bill agreed upon by 
the Committee to-day provides that pub­ 
lic lands chiefly valuable for agriculture, 
not subject to private entry, shall be 
disposed of under the homestead law 
only, 
and that 
tbe 
preemption 
law 
shall 
be 
repealed. 
Persons 
who 
have 
made 
preemption 
or 
homestead 
entry 
of 
land, 
but 
have not perfected title thereto, are 
given the right to make another home­ 
stead entry. 
Whenever a settler upon 
tbe public domain is unable, on account 
of the destruction of crops, sickness or 
other unavoidable casualty, to secure his 
support from the land located upon, the 
local land officers may grant leave of ab­ 
sence from the claim to the settler for 
not exceeding one year. 
Homestead 
settlers who have made entry to less 
than one quarter section of land are 
given the privilege of making another 
entry, the aggregate quantity under the 
entries not to exceed 160 acres.

W ash ingto n, January ¡5.— A t the cele­ 
bration of the twenty-sixth anniversary 
of the emancipation proclamation in Alex­ 
andria last night by tbe Frederick Doug 
lass Library Association, letters were read 
irom Harrison aud Morton, both convey 
ing congratulations and encouraging the 
Negro elem ent to constant upward effort. 
There is in the Indianapolis letter, a pas­ 
sage which seeniB to throw cold water on 
the hopes of those counting on the selec­ 
tion of a colored man for a Cabinet posi­ 
tion. 
H e say s: 
“ You have shown great 
patience under severe trials, and there 
may be yet further calls for exercise of 
this homely virtue. 
It is quite possible
